Invaders Hurled Back Across the Marne, Dead Dot River

He stated 
the German blow was struck where 
allied military men expected it, and 
that both sides are using large naval 
guns mounted on railroad trucks.

WITH THE AMERICANS IN THE 
CHAMPAGNE. July 16 (8:55 a. rn.)— 
American units, holding the line east 
of Rheims have not given an inch be­ 
fore the German drive. 
Forming the allied right flank, they 
stood like a stone wall against the 
great enemy push, 
inflicting 
huge 
losses 
on 
the 
Germans and taking 
large numbers of prisoners. 
Following an artillery preparation 
which French 
units 
declared 
was 
heavier than any ever attem pted at 
Verdun, the masses of grey-clad Ger­ 
man infantry swept forward to the as­ 
sault yesterday morning. 
American field guns, firing low’ over 
the heads of our men in advanced po­ 
sitions, tore great gaps in the closely 
packed ranks of the enemy. The ma­ 
chine gunners and rifle men withheld 
their fire until they could literally fol­ 
low the famous Revolutionary order: 
“Don’t fire until you see the whites of 
their eyes.” 
Then at a signal they 
cut loose with such a tornado of steel 
that the foremost waves of Boche in­ 
fantry were torn to shreds. The Ger­ 
mans wavered, tried 
to 
form their 
ranks and finally fled, leaving the field 
carpeted with grey bodies. 
Time and again the Boches returned 
to the attack, doggedly trying to sweep 
over the American 
front 
lines 
and 
carry the rise w'hich formed our sup­ 
port position. 
And tim e and again 
their waves brokq and receded on the 
defense of the Americans, for all the 
world Uke the waves of the sea batter­ 
ing at a rock-bound coast. 
• 
The Americans even,.brouglit trench 
m ortars into play. The range at tim es 
was so short that the heavy projectiles 
often cut through a score of men be­ 
fore exploding. 
One of our m ortar 
gun outfits, operating in gas masks for 
six hours, wiped out five German bat­ 
talions (probably 2500 men). 
Some of the rushes carried into the 
American lines and bayonets, clubbed 
rifles and fists were substituted for 
bullets. 
But these 
tem porary 
suc­ 
cesses only resulted In the Americans 
taking a few prisoners. The prisoners 
were comparatively few 
too, 
as 
a 
Boche, in the heat of the mele. had to 
shout “K nm erad!” mighty 
quick 
to 
beat a bayonet thrust. 
The Bodies sent over an espadrille 
of 36 aeroplanes to attack the Ameri­ 
cans with a machine gun fire while fly­ 
ing low. Our doughboys turned their 
autom atic rifles skyward and actually 
shot down ontf of the enemy machines. 
The others were so badly strafed that 
they fled. 
The fighting was almost continuous 
through the day but toward evening 
the Germans—thoroughly whipped for 
the time being—called off their infan­ 
try and settled down to an artillery 
duet that w-as a battle of some magni­ 
tude in itself.

U. S. Artillery and Machine Gunners Co-operate Perfectly; 
Many Germans Drowned In River When Driven Back 
By Yanks; Gas Shells and High Explosives Dropped 
Within Radius of 25 Miles; Brave Americans Bring Up 
Big Gun Ammunition Through Rain of Shells, Pull 
Caissons When Horses Are Shot; Ten Hours of Inten­ 
sive Shelling; Most Remarkable Battle of the War.

W IT H T H E AM ER IC ANS ON T H E MARNE, July 16.— (8 a. rn.)— Thrown 
back across the Marne by the brilliant American counter attack, the Germans 
had not renewed their infantry assaults up to the hour of cabling today. 
The sky was overcast and it was raining interm ittently. 
The artillery 
duel, which continued ail night, was still raging. 
There was considerable 
aerial activity despite unfavorable weather and great quantities of bombs 
were dropped on rear areas of both armies. 
The American counter attack which cleared the river bend of the enemy 
resulted in the taking of between 1000 and 1500 prisoners, including a com­ 
plete brigade staff. 
Failure of the enemy to renew his attacks may be significant as infantry 
actions usually start before 6 o’clock. 
The German attack on the Marne began at 3 p. rn. yesterday. 
Initial 
attempts of the enemy to bridge the river were frustrated by American artil­ 
lery and machine gun fire. 
As the boche fire was concentrated on the American positions in the 
bend of the river from three sides, our men gradually fell back in order and 
the Germans succeeded in throwing six pontoons across. 
Fellowing the cleverest dictates of strategy, the American retirem ent 
continued until our men reached the base of the salient created by the bend 
in ‘the river. 
There they halted at 10 o’clock and resisted ail efforts of the 
boches to dislodge them. 
Coolly, despite the harrassing fire, the officers began preparing for a 
counter attack. 
Shortly after noon it began. 
Slowly and methodically, as 
though executing some training maneuver, the Americans pressed forward. 
Their advance was irresistible. 
They drove the Germans back more than 
two kilometers (a mile and a quarter) before there was any slackening of 
the attack. 
When it did halt it was voluntary. 
In driving the Germans back across the Marne, the Americans cleared 
the enemy entirely from the south bank, recapturing the towns of Fossoy, 
Mezy, Crevancy, and Courtmont. 
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WITZERLAND is in peril of being drawn into the war through possi­ 
ble occupation of her territory by Germany. The two accompanying 
m aps show this possibility. 
The smaller map shows the little angle 
of Swiss territory between Basel and Lorrach which juts into German 
soil across the Rhine, thus giving Germany an excellent excuse for an in­ 
vasion of Swiss soil to protect the southern flarfk of its battle line (shown 
by the shaded Rne) when it is thrown back to the Rhine/by the allies. 
The larger m ap'a bove shows how Germany could then extend Hie battle 
line across Switzerland, joining it with that in Italy, to block an allied 
enveloping movement. 


URGE P I M

Our Men Participate on Huge 
Scale In Halting Latest 
Teuton Offensive

PARIS, July 16.—American troops 
are participating on a nugh scale in 
their first battle of importance. 
Sol­ 
diers of the United States are holding 
a surprisingly largfe portion of the 
line along which the German hordes 
are endeavoring to break through to 
Paris. 
Against 
these 
troops, 
who 
are 
brigaded with French units in great 
part, the German high command is 
hurling a considerable portion of the 
remaining fresh reserves, which hith­ 
erto had not been used in the series 
of hammer smashes which have been 
directed against the 
western 
front. 
The German general staff has been 
hoarding these for the last fling. 
These Germans apparently are us­ 
ing the familiar nut-cracker tactics 
in attem pting to pinch off 
Rheims. 
They are exerting powerful pressure 
on the Chalons-Suippe road, 
where 
Chalons, an important railway cen­ 
ter, is the objective. 
General Ludendorff, it is reckoned 
here, - possesses 650,000 men in this 
entire area which are to 
be 
used 
here exclusively unless the Germans 
fail to gain an initial success when 
it is believed they will 
be 
shifted 
elsewhere. 
The present battle tends to show 
that the Germans have not yet given 
up their ambitious hope of reaching 
Paris, although some military critic* 
contend the main drive is 
yet 
to 
come on the 
British 
front. 
These 
critics maintain the attack is merely 
a feint intended to draw off the Al­ 
lied reserves from the section where 
the main attack is to be delivered. 
Parisians have no doubt as to .the 
outcome of the raging conflict. 
They 
are continuing the 
celebration 
of 
Bastile Day, with flags fluttering gai­ 
ly from the buildings 
and 
crowds 
thronging the boulevards. 
The side­ 
walks are crowded 
with 
American, 
French and 
British 
soldiers, 
gaily 
flirting with the girls. 


’ 
The counter attack was 
resumed 
after a brief pause. 
This time the 
American assault was conducted with 
almost, unbelieveable 
ferocity. 
The 
boches were caught up in the cyclonic 
rush and great num ber of them were 
hurled bodily into the river. 
Co-operation of the 
American 
a r­ 
tillerymen and machine gunners was 
perfect. 
The gunners, 
firing 
from 
far in the rear, dropped shells on the 
enemy’s pontoons with the greatest, 
accuracy. 
When the boches reached 
the river hank they were compelled 
to plunge in and many of them were 
drowned. 
Others were caught in the 
rain of shells and machine gun bul­ 
lets and the stream was soon thickly 
doited with shattered bodies. 
In some places the Germans clung 
doggedly to the south bank. Ameri­ 
can officers sent 
back 
word 
last 
night, however, that they 
expected 
to drive these boches back across be­ 
fore morning. 
It is reported but not 
confirmed that this was accomplish­ 
ed. 
The battle was one of the most re­ 
markable of the war. 
For ten hours 
the intense shelling by guns of all 
calibers continued. Everything within 
forty kilometers (25 miles) of the 
front was shelled, while 
the 
front 
lines and organizations 
immediately 
in the rear were subjected to the fierc­ 
est deluge of gas shells and high ex­ 
plosives. 
When the 
Germans 
attacked 
a 
creeping 
barrage 
five 
kilom eters 
(more than three miles) deep swept 
over the American and French lines. 
Behind this curtain of fire the boches 
crossed the river. 
In addition to throw ing over pon­ 
toons, canvass boat* and rafts, each 
holding a score of men, were sent out 
from the concealm ent of the wooded 
banks, their occupants poling them 
across. 
The 
boches 
looked 
like 
gnomes while crossing the river, be­ 
ing forced to wear gas masks owing 
to the violence of their own gassing. 
Numerous stories are told of in­ 
dividual bravery of the Americans. 
One artillery outfit m aintained such 
a constant rapid fire that it ju n 
short 
of 
ammunition. 
Volunteers 
were called for to go three miles over 
unteered. The necessary number was 
swept by shell fire. 
Every man vol­ 
unteered. The necessary number w’as 
picked. 
They drove 
their 
horses, 
dragging the humping caissons at a 
gallop through shells bursts. 
Several 
horses were killed. 
Returning, more 
horses were killed. 
The number of horses was so re­ 
duced that the men were forced to 
substitute themselves. 
They would 
leap off, cut loose the mangled bodies 
of the faithful animals, then

The new German drive, the fifth phase of the enemy's west front offen­ 
sive, was checked within a few hours. 
Starting at daybreak yesterday, the Germans’ advance was stopped at 
midday. 
From then on the allies apparently assumed the initiative on most 
parts of the 50-mile front, pushing the enemy back by counter attacks. 
Completely halted in their initial rush, the German command called off 
its infantry in the evening and the attacks had not been renewed up to 10 
! o’clock this morning. 
A composite report of yesterday's fighting shows tho 
following: 
The Americans holding the allied left wing threw the Germans back 
across the Marne after the enemy had advanced about three miles south of 
I the river. 
Between 1000 and 1500 Germans were captured, including an 
; entire brigade staff. 
Further to the left a minor German attack was met by the Americans 
, west of Chateau-Thierry and completely repulsed. 
Another secondary enemy operation still farther to the left, in the Ourcq 
river region, was stopped by French artillery fire. 
On the allied right wing another American force— probably to the north­ 
east of Hurlus— broke up wave after wave of German infantry and refused 
! to yield an inch of territory. 
Along the Marne to the right of the Americans, between Passy-sur-Marne 
and Marsuil-le-Port, a front of about 8 miles, the Germans evidently pro­ 
gressed as far as St. Agnan and La Chapelle-Monthodon, four mites south of 
the river, and still maintain a large portion of their gains. 
Between the Marne and Rheims, the enemy advanced an average depth 
of three miles from Cratillon-sur-Marne northeastward to Bligny, penetrating 
the villages of Belval and Pourcy. 
East of Rheims, the Germans progressed 
on 
two 
sectors. 
Between 
Prunay, 7 miles southeast of Rheims, and the Suippe river, 16 miles east of 
Rheims, they advanced to Prosnes, a penetration of 4 miles. 
Further east­ 
ward the Germans advanced to Souain and Perthes-les-Hurless, a penetra­ 
tion cf two miles. 
The only phase of the German attack that can be regarded as having ac­ 
complished any degree of success is the progress of the nutcracker at Rheims. 
The advance to the east and west of the city now places Rheims at the tip of 
a salient 12 miles across its base and 8 miles deep. 
Epernay, described by some authorities as the immediate geographical 
objective of the German drive, is on the south bank of the Marne 14 miles 
south of Rheims and 17 miles east of Chateau Thierry. 
PARIS, July 16.—The long range bombardment of Paris was resumed 
this morning.

The work of the commission on training camp 
activities is interestingly jxirtrayed in an exhibit at the 
Allied W ar Exhibition recently opened iii San I* ran- 
cisco. 
The first thing in the exhibit is a model of a 
typical scene on the Mexican border in 1916. 
The 
had conditions found there by a w ar departm ent in­ 
vestigation led to the formation of the present com­ 
mission. 
The model of the M exican border scene 
shows the listless, dispirited soldiers with nothing 
to do and no place to go save a few dirty saloons. 
The contrast with the scenes that follow is 
striking and cheering. 
riuTe are models of athletic 
field boxing, wrestling, playing baseball, football, 
basketball, pushball, tennis and so on. 
A thousand 
men practising the movements of a boxing drill at 
one time and a m oving picture showing the relation 
between skill in boxing and bayonet w ork are shown. 
There are the Liberty theater with its clean 
shows; the camp library; the typical huts of the 
Knights of Columbus, the Jewish W elfare Board and 
the V. M. C. A. with their facilities for recreation, 
letter w riting and visiting; the \ . \Y. C. A. hostess 
house, furnishing a comfortable and attractive resting 
and meeting place for wives or m others or sisters of 
soldiers. 
T here are models showing the work done by 
community service clubs outside of the camps, clubs 
that help to bring the soldier on leave into the com­ 
m unity, to m ake him welcome and a part of the 
wholesome community life. 
M aps and charts show 
the five-mile vice and liquor zone and indicate the 
work carried on by the law enforcement division of 
the commission. 
The achievements of the commission may still 
fall short of its hope and purpose. 
But the work al­ 
ready done is marvellous. 
Hie interest and support 
of every civilian should be given unreservedly to 
backing up the commission in its work to protect our 
soldiers and sailors, to keep them fit, physically and 
morally. 


JO U RN A LISTIC HONESTY 


In the troubles of the New Y ork Evening Mail 
may he read an instructive lesson on the virtual im­ 
possibility of “putting anything over” oil the Am eri­ 
can public. 
The Evening Mail stands accused of having been 
bought with Germ an money, part of a S30.000.000 
fund at the disposal of Yon Bernstorff and Dr. Albert. 
The transaction antedates our entrance into the war. 
The purpose, according to the charge-, brought by the 
federal departm ent of justice, was to use the Evening 
Mail to cultivate friendliness for Germany by the 
indirect means of criticising the Allies. 
It was believed by the m aster minds in Berlin 
that such a scheme would work. 
The Prussian pub­ 
licity experts had no doubt that Am ericans would 
believe what they were told, as the Germans do. 
Their control of the Evening M ail— if such control 
existed. a> charged— was based on that theory. 
It is -aid to have cost alxmt three-quarters of a 
million dollars to buy the paper in question. 
No 
sooner had the new management begun its propa­ 
ganda work than the paper began to lose money so 
fast that before long the kaiser had to put up another 
three-quarters of a million for running expenses. 
It is the same error that has led to the ruin o f 
so many Germ an-language papers in this country. 
Even German-Americans will not stand for dishonest 
papers. 
T here is no newspaper success except 
through honesty. The American jieople have learned 
the art of reading between the lines and it has ac­ 
quired the habit of discerning the power behind the 
throne. 
The newspaper that fails to treat the public 
fairly and decently is not only lacking in principle, 
and therefore deserves failure, hut is also lacking in 
business acumen, and is courting failure. 


G IV E THEM A LIFT 


Just where the “ Have a L ift” movement started 
is not certain. 
Several cities claim it. 
For some 
little time it has been observed, in good working 
order, in Buffalo. 
H undreds of automobiles carry 
big signs inviting men in Uncle Sam 's uniform to 
jum p in and ride a-^ far as the car is going. 
The 
idea is that vacant seats m ight just as well he used 
anyhow, and it doesn't cost any m ore to carry another 
person or two. 
Often, however, it happens that the 
driver g<x‘s out of his way, and farther than he in­ 
tended, to accommodate his guests. 
Soldiers and 
sailors have become so used to the institution that 
they avail themselves of it freely. 
New Y ork City has taken up the plan in a big 
way. 
Sixty thousand letters have been sent to auto­ 
mobile owners, asking them to join the “ Have a L ift 
Association.” agreeing to pick up arm y or navy men 
and help them get around town, and to lend cars 
for special sightseeing parties. 
It means more than 
neighborly accommodation in New York. 
It costs 
money to get around the city, and nickels look bigger 
than usual to a man who only earns a dollar a day. 
T he institution should be promptly adopted, 
formally or informally, in every city in the country. 
W hen you see a man in uniform , afoot, give him a 
lift. 
He deserves it, and the uniform deserves it. 


New Jersey is going to ask the federal govern­ 
m ent for money to mend the highways that have 
been torn to pieces by heavy war traffic. 
If she gets 
it, twenty or thirty other states will soon be dem and­ 
ing help. 
W hat heavy trucks have done to the paved 
highways in m any sections of the country falls little 
short of what the Germans have done to French 
roads. 
A fter the war, road building is going to be 
SOC of the world’s greatest industries. 


It will seem strange to the people of some communi­ 
ties to read complaint of residents of other communities 
that when the U. S. flag passes in the parade most of 
the by standers fail to take off their hats. Observance of 
this means of showing respect for the national emblem 
is very largely a matter of local custom. 
In some com­ 
munities the people have become accustomed, through 
tactful leadership, to uncover when the flag is passing 
in a parade. 
In other communities no such custom hah 
been established. 
To fail to uncover, under the latter 
circumstances Is no indication of lack of patriotism or 
respect for the flag. It is no more nor less than a fail- 
>ire to recognize the lifting of the hat as a necessary 
expression of patriotic feeling. 
In some communities it 
is almost universal practice of men to take off their hats 
when in the same elevator with a woman, while in other 
communities no such practice prevails. In the latter case 
•he failure to remove that hat could not by any means 
be construed to be an indication of lack of respect for 
womanhood. 
The practice of uncovering and standing at attention 
during the playing of the national anthem or during the 
passing of the flag in parade is one that should be en­ 
couraged by every proper menus. 
It is a practice very 
generally taught in the schools, in Boy Scout organiza­ 
tions, and by managers of theaters. 
The tendency of 
general observance of the custom is certain to be bene­ 
ficial, though no man’s real patriotism can be measured 
by his outward manifestations. 
In any event, nothing is 
to be gained by scolding and casting slurs at those who 
have not been trained to look upon this as an essential 
lot on the part of a loyal American citizen. 
Many a 
man who never lifted his hat to the flag until required 
to do so by military regulations will follow that flag to a 
hero's death between Paris and Berlin.

FRANCE, .fune 22. (By mail.)—For­ 
getting how to flffire in “regular mon­ 
ey” and learning how to calculate in 
“this duggon stuff” is one of the first 
worries of the American soldiers in 
France. 
“Regular money” is good old dol­ 
lars and cents, nickles,

quarters. 
“T his duggon stuff” is the name ap­ 
plied to French francs, usually paper 
money, often as lo was single francs.

The Americans do not like French 
paper money. They say it is trash, and 
tears, and is hard to count.
